the provision of religious and social 
services to small Jewish groups 
sparsely settled in outlying com- 
munities.”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


A SACRED TASK 


HE. Biblical narratives of the 
Patriarchs are dramatic and 
instructive in themselves. But 
they have also influenced modes of 
thought and patterns of action of 
the Jewish people throughout the 
generations. Our God is not an 
abstract deity. We worship the 
God of Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob. Our tradition enjoins us 
to emulate the virtues of hospitality 
and concern for one’s’ kin as 
practiced by Abraham. — The 
hallowed history of Jewish martyr- 
dom is first adumbrdted in the 
readiness of Isaac for the ultimate 
sacrifice of self. Year after year 
we alternately rejoice and weep as 
the weekly Torah portions unfold 
the dramatic life of Jacob, his 


marriages, his prosperity, his 
children. 

In this week’s portion, Abraham 
emerges. from the land. of his 


origin and appears in the Promised 
Land. What jis perhaps most 
interesting about Abraham, both 
in the Biblical narrative and in the 


legends of our tradition, is that he 
is both the destroyer. of idols and. 
builder

Young people could not reasonably 
be expected {o, leave their cinemas, 
dance halls, and coffee bars to spend 
their time in gloomy and ill-equipped 
club premises, said Sir John Wolfen- 


den on Saturday evening in stressing 


a need for well-appointed clubs, 

Sir John, who. was discussing prob- 
lems facing: youth leaders, was. guest 
of honour at this session of the Sixth 
Biennial Conference: of Jewish Social 
Workers, held at Brady Girls’. Club 
and Settlement.. Hanbury Street, E., 
at the week-end. 

The’ conference, 
“children and youth” 
was attended by -more one 
hundred Jewish representatives, pro- 
fessional and voluntary. of Jewish and 
general social organisations. and local 
authorities, many from the provinces. 
Lady Nathan presided. 

Sir John said that times had 
changed greatly since the days of the 
youth club pioneers half. a century 
ago. The East End ‘clubs had been 
members of the “-privi- 
leged classes” who were. anxious to 
share theif advantages with those less 
fortunate than themselves. 

But ‘now that there was no longer 
“ privileged ” 
and “under privileged” classes club 
organisers must. learn to adopt an 
entirels new attitude towards their 
members.

DROP IN INCOME 


By a Correspondent 
The full J.N.F. report for 5719 


shows a considerable drop in income 
for the year compared with 5718— 
£718,000 compared with £807,000 (a 
reduction. of Tl per. cent) while 
total expenditure at £74,000 was about 
ihe same as the previous year. 

Only the income from Blue Boxes 
was in excess of 5718--up by £1,550 
(a mere 3-per cent) while all othe: 
types of income were down on the 
previous year, Covenants: produced 
£228,000 against £250,000. in the pre- 
vious year—a_ drop. of 9. per cent. 


Donations showed a drop of £25,500 


or 20 per cent. - Functions: produced 
£27,600 less or. 18 per cent. 

Most of the individual items of 
Srpercaine showed little change from 
5718 but total administrative expenses 
consumed over 10 per cent of the 
total income. and: by far the dargest 
sum was spent on salaries and com- 
missions: to. collectors. in London and 
elsewhere.

OBITUARY 
MR. FLKAN SHAPIRO 


In a trit ue to Mr. Elkan Shapiro, 

who has died at the age of 60, Rabbi 
JonaH of Bournemouth, 
writes: With the death of Mr.

GERMANS MUST FIGHT 
ANTISEMITISM 


Bonn Ambassador’s Declaration

WASHINGTON 

The West. German. Ambassador, Dr. 
W. G.: Grewe, stated - at a. Press 
conference .here that efforts to wipe 
out antisemitism in Germany and to 
strengthen. democracy there must. be 
pursued vigorously. if. the German 
Republic is to gain the confidence. of 
the free world. He cited Chancellor 
Adenauer’s. reeent statement to an 
American Jewish delegation that Ger- 
many “iS waging an uncompromising 
battle against antisemitism.” 

The Ambassador made 
ment at a joint Press conference with 
Rabbi Joachim Prinz, President. of 
the American Jewish Congress. Rabbi 
Prinz. presented the ‘Ambassador 
with a copy. of a. study just published 
by the American: Jewish Congress 
entitled The. German Dilemma—An 


his state-. 


Appraisal of Antisemitism, Ultra- 
Nationalism, and Democracy in West 
Germany.” 

The 63-page Study stated that Ger- 
many made “ immense progress” on 
the road to democracy since the end 
of the Nazi régime; but it warned that 
despite the material amends being 
made by Germany to Nazi victims 
antisemiti..n remains a popular senti- 
ment among the German people. The 
study also states that “ West Germany 
has not yet exerted every effort to 
eliminate nationalism. militarism. and 
antisemitism from the life of the 
nation.” and recommends a six-point 
programme of action by the Germa: 
Government to halt neo-Nazism. 

Referring to the study. the Ambas- 
sador stressed the importance attached 
by his Government.“ to any objective 
discussion of German- Jewish relation- 
ship.”

Mrs. Sarah Goldovskaya, was later 
found dead, and, according to one 
version, is believed to have been 
strangled by her. assailants, 


So far no one has ‘been arrested. 


and although the outrage has caused 
much apprehension, the Soviet Press 
has made no mention of the matter 
nor of the anti-Jewish leaflets which 
were distributed shortly before the 
act of vandalism. The leaflets, some 
of which were pasted on a number of 
Jewish Houses in the town, were of 
a most vicious. nature. They. called

HUMILIATED MINORITY

VEN a short stay in the Soviet 
Union will provide the visitor 
inquiring after the position of 

the Jews there with a good deal of 

evidence that they are not fhe 
happiest among the many minori- 


ties and peoples in. Russia today. .

tion of them feel insecure and, 
| therefore, unhappy. | 


On. the surface all. looks as 
normal as is possible jn a country 
where every citizen. has to depend 
on the State for his or her livell- 
hood.

The casual visitor might, there- 
fore, be forgiven if he inferred 
from this picture that there is no 
Jewish question in Russia. any 
longer. But this would be an 
ilusion—an illusion which Russians 
are definitely inclined to encourage 
abroad. In reality. there is in 
Russia a-Jewish. problem. It is 
sufficient to spend a couple of days 
in Moscow or Kiev and talk to a 
dozen. or so. people to find, 
especially if one talks to Jews, how 
preoccupied they are with the exist- 
nce -of this: problem. Strange as 


it may. seem, it soon. becomes 


evident that despite the. definite 


improvement in conditions and in 
the sphere of political liberty- since 


Stalin’s death, a dark pall of his 


| era still hangs over the heads of 


the Jewish community. 


Feeling of Insecurity 

For a man or woman living in 
Western Europe it 1s almost. impos- 
sible to. comprehend fully. what the 
“cold. war” meant: and still 
means to the Russian. To the 
Russian the “cold war”. meant 
insecurity, fear, danger,.a prelude 
to a third World War. It bred a feel- 
ing of enmity, often. kindled by 
official propaganda, against: the 
people across the frontier; and 
especially those. living in Western 
Europe and America. 

If it had all that grim meaning 
to a Russjan it had an even much 
more sinister 
Russian Jew. More than any other 
citizen: he was known: to have con- 
nections. with the people in the 
other camp. In addition he was 
also known to be linked by histori- 
cai, religious, and national ties with 
the new State of Israel, which. the 
Russian. newspapers held up 


frequently and with: much vehem-

ence ds the “tool” and “puppet” 
of .the imperialist warmongers and 
the: enemies. of peace.....To ‘the 
Russian reader Israe] was presented 
asthe tool. of..an enemy. world 
poised to strike. As Jong, there- 
fore. as the world temper continues 
to be one of mistrust between East 
and. West and one of possible con- 
flict. there -will be little likelihood 
of the disappearance of the Jewish 
question in Russia or any. real 
improvement in the position of the 
Jewish minority. 


Three Groups 
In dealing with the position of 


Jews in. Russia one has, broadly 


speaking, to -distinguish — three 
groups of Jews: the young, the 
middle-aged, and the older genera- 
tion. The young are being rapidly 
assimilated. When most of them 
were born or had to attend schools 
Jewish educational institutions no 
longer existed. They never had an 


opportunity’ to learn Yiddish or 


Hebrew nor anything about Jewish 
history. They 
engulfed by the assimilationist 
policy, and today the vast majority 
of them are doomed to complete 
assimilation if no change in official 
Government practice takes place. 


The second group, consisting of 


middle-aged Jews, presents quite a 
different aspect of the complex 
problem of the Jewish position jn 
Soviet Russia. In their effort to 
earn a livelihood they are, like 
everyone else in the Soviet Union. 
entirely dependent upon the atti- 


tude and good will of the State. - 


They mix with Russians in fac- 
tories, in the office. They speak 
Russian, some of them even at 
home. But they are not Russians 
and refuse to be submerged in the 
sea of assimilation. They are all, 
or nearly all, men and women who 
have had an education in the 
Yiddish schools, of which so many 


existed before the war. They used 


to read Jewish newspapers, Jewish 
books, they frequented the Yiddish 


the “Cha-Cha,” the.

the middle-aged, and the most 
numerous among Russian Jewry— 
they feel humiliated and humble. 
The tragedy of the Jewish writers, 
who. were shot in the dark Beria 
period, was a terrible shock to this 
generation of Jews, who loved and 
admired their writers, their poets, 
and who, like them, had served the 
revolution and Russia faithfully. 
They might have forgotten and for- 
given the accusations of - being 
rootless cosmopolitans "—a dero- 


-gatory name applied to Jews at the 


time of the “ doctors’ plot” shortly 
before Stalin’s death. But how 
could they be expected to accept 
the sudden liquidation of all their 
intellectual. élite, the arrest of the 
rabbis, the imprisonment. of. the 
artists, actors, painters, and 
the shooting of the writers and 
poets? ‘They regard the ban 
against Yiddish and Yiddish culture 
aS a personal insult to each one of 
them and to them collectively as a 
minority: “Everyone here in 
Russia,” they said, “ can-read books 
published, in his own language, in 


the language his father and mother. 


spoke ;. but not we Jews.” 
No Yiddish Books 


I made it a point wherever I went 
in Moscow, in Leningrad, and else- 
where, to visit every bookshop and 
ask for Jewish books either in 
Yiddish or in Russian. Everywhere 
| was told : “ We have no Yiddish 
books:” Even the Yiddish volume 
of Sholem Aleichem’s stories pub- 
lished recently by the Soviet State 
Publishing House to commemorate 


the hundredth anniversary of the 


writer’s birth, was nowhere to be 
obtained. 3 
If, in the. second group, among 


the, middle-aged, the yearnings for - 


Yiddish culture can be said to be 
undiminished and. constant, and if 


there is among the young a newly. 
born desire, the same could not. be 


said for the older generation. 
Strange as it may seem, the older 


people, most of them religious, do 


not feel the. same humiliation over 
the tragic disappearance of Jewish 
culture as do their sons and 
daughters. To them the Jewish 


writers, most. of them Communists 


who sung the praise of the Com- 


munist revolution, were their 
enemjes, the enemies of. their 
religion. “Who. were they,” an 


elderly Jew said to. me, “ these 
writers and poets? They were 
the men of. the Yevsekzia, they 
waited only for our disappearance, 
they fought. our religion and 
despised our God.” 

The 
about is the inability to practise 
their religion in their old age as 
freely as they would like to. This 
disability the Jews share to a large 
extent. with the non-Jewish popula- 
tion. In the few Russian churches

He founded the Union of Ameri- 
can Hebrew Congregations and the 
Hebrew Union College, revised 
the prayer-book, edited a German 
‘and an English weekly paper (the 


latter—the “American Israelite” 
—still appears), wrote novels and 
histories and helped his brother- 
in-law to found a Jewish publishing 
house. As if that was not enough, 
one discovers in North College 
Hill, outside the city, a 42-acre 
farm on which he conducted: agri- 
cultural experiments: coming from 
a country in which Jews were not 
allowed to own land, Wise rejoiced 
in the opportunity which American 
freedom gave Jews to till the soil. 

Since Wise’s day Cincinnati has 
become a backwater in American 
Jewish life. The College remains 
but. the Union of ‘American 


Hebrew Congregations has left for 


Fifth Avenue. The B'nai Brrith, 
which for. many years had. its 
headquarters there, has settled in 
Washington.

particularly in view of the fact that a 
non-Jew who was not circumcised 
could be married: to a Jewess in a 
Liberal synagogue.

Another phenomenon.._has 
appeared recently. The American 
Council’ for Judaism. is widely 
known. as an anti-Zionist body in 
the political field. © What is. less 
well known is the effort it is 
making educationally. The Reform 
Temples are now largely Zionist, 
and to teach pure Reform Judaism 
undiluted by any nationalist tinge 
the American Council for Judaism 
has opened a few Sunday. schools. 
| There was such a Sunday school in 
Cincinnati, meeting in a private 
house, and I believe that it is now 
blossoming forth as a full con- 
gregation. | 


Affluent Community 


One gathered that; the 
whole, Cincinnati Jewry is rather 
“affluent.” Tt includes a nuniber of 
private bankers and liquor dealers, 
and there is a goodly quota of 
physicians. Cincinnati Jews have 
made. substantial contributions to 
the life of the city. | 

Yet it is Hebrew Union College 
and its personalities—many of 
them world-famous  stcholars— 
which will cause Cincinnati to 
endure in the Jewish world.

“One World” is a worthy ideal. 
A similar ideal was already enter- 
tained by the builders of. the 
Tower of Babel, and (in a different 
way) believing Jews nourish analo- 
gous eschatological hopes. How- 
ever, the claim that for the last 
5,000 years this was the trend of 
history seems to be sadly going 
beyond the evidence. Perhaps his- 
toryis the most incorrigible offender 
when jt comes to anachronisms. 
At this point Professor Toynbee 
ceases even to pretend to remain 
an historian. and becomes. the 


propagandist of. an ideology. He 


wants Jewish history to reach its 
“true consummation ” on the crest 
of “the wave of the future,” which 
is none other than the Jewish 
Diaspora. He thus not. merely 
notes but apparently also endorses 


preserve their communal identity, 
but he wishes to see it realised in a 
religious instead. of a political 
surprising message 
indeed, since it had not been known 
so far that Jews ever believed they 
had a “political mission.” The 
available historical and religious 


‘records seem to. indicate that Jews 
always € 
actively worked for a “redeemed” - 


hoped, prayed, and/or 
life as a (chosen) people on their 
(chosen, viz., promised) piece of 
land. If they ever felt they had a

Arrogance Implied 


It is a magnificent réle for which 
Professor’ Toynbee wants to cast 
Israel. Nevertheléss, I sincerely hope 
that most Jews would be deeply 
shocked at the arrogance implicit in 
the idea that. the world needs them 


to proclaim the gospel of Deutero- 


Isaiah (with suitable excisions sjnce, 


‘unfortunately, Deutero-Isaiah, too, 


had. his regrettable chauvinistic 
moments in which he seemed to 


regard the return: of the chosen 


people to Zion as the turning-point 
of history). No doubt many Jews 
will agree with Professor Toynbee 
in the Bible 
(Deutero-Isaiah and otherwise) and 
in Judaism generally that is of 
universal human significance. But 
the conclusion that the Jews should, 
therefore, become missionaries, con- 
vert the Gentiles and give up their 
national-political character is a 
strange non sequitur. One would 
think that in a world of printing 
presses and wireless sets noble 
ideas can be disseminated without 
starting yet another unjversal reli- 
gious brotherhood, this time under 
Jewish auspices. The Bible is the

of good will and common sense can 
read it, extract ifs meaning, and 
share its great values without specia!
